CORFU. Island of Corfu—Corfu was occupied by the Italians 


Friday afternoon after a sharp bombardment in which at least 
fifteen Greek civilians were killed and many wounded. 


The commander of the Itajian naval force summoned the 


Greek commandant to surrender. The latter replied that he must 
first ask Athens for instructions. The Italians then landed troops 
and opened fire on the fort—now a school—and the police sta- 
tion from the ships. 


Several Americans, relief workers of the Red Cross, were stationed at 


Corfu and are reported to have been in some danger during the shelling. 
There is a considerable number of refugees from Asia Minor on the island, 
including many orphans housed in the old fort-, which was dismantled. 


Not War, Italy Claims

THAT Italy has a right to demand satisfaction

The reply 
of Greece to the Italian demands w%as suffi- 
ciently humblp, it would seem, to warrant at 
least further delay in action. Only a determina- 
tion, fixed in advance, to force the quarrel to 
bloodshed explains Mussolini's action in .bom- 
barding and seizing Corfu. For some reason not 
immediately apparent Benito Mussolini wants 
a fight', even if it 13. with a cripple whose de- 
feat is certain from the start. He wants his 
war badly, too, for he has just about broken 
Italy's agreement in her signature to the 
League of Nations covenant by commencing 
hostilities inside three months from.the failure 
of arbitration. There has not yet been even a 
beginning of arbitration. It is barely three clays 
since the issue was raised by the startlingly un- 
expected Italian ultimatum. 


Signer Mussolini's contention that this quar- 


rel with Greece is. a private affair in which the 
league has nothing to say is ^ shallow pretext 
v.'hich may perhaps deceive Italians who wish 
to be deceived. The argument will hardly be 
accepted by the rest of the world! The cove- 
nant of the League of Nations expressly stipu- 
lates that its members agree to arbitrate or 
submit to inquiry by the council "any dispute 
likely .to lead to a rupture." They may arbi- 
trate, or ask the council—the big powers—to 
investigate and report. But under)the terms-of 
the league, by any possible reading, they may 
not resort to war until certain efforts for peace 
have been exhausted. The language of the cov- 
enant is plain: "they agree in no case to resort 
to war until three months after the award 
by the arbitrators or the report by the council." 
"In no case'' can only mean what it says. No 
exception is made for "private quarrels" be-- 
tween nations. The, covenant expressly states 
that "Any war or threat of war, whether im- 
mediately affecting any of the members of the 
Jeague or not, is hereby declared a matter of 
concern to the whole league." * 


Apparently the issue, for the present, is 


whether the shelling and occupation of Corfu 
is an act of war. A military action, involving 
hostile and overt acts, it certainly is. Premier 
Mussolini says it is not war, but the seizing of 
a guarantee. Perhaps he can get away with that 
if he contents himself with Corfu, and offers 
no further violence to Greek possessions. But 
it is high time for the League of Nations tot 
call a halt. The matter is squarely before it, 
in a case between members of exactly the nature 
foreseen by the language of the covenant. It is 
the greatest test of the authority, and capabil- 
ities of the league that has yet arisen. Its stock 
will mount rapidly if it meets and handles the 
situation. It will drop far below par if it fails, 
or dares not act. 


It may well be that the who^e future direction
